ALL FOUR DISCHARGED. 


The Men Arrested for the Murder of 
Geo. A. Barclay Released oil tile 
Preliminary Examination. 


A meeting of the Crow Wing 
bounty Agricultural Society was 
held at the Y. M. C. A. on Tuesday 
evening pursuant to a call of J. M.

the grounds for the use of the society 
for a consideration each year equal 
to the amount appropriated bv the 
state.

The news of the withdrawal 
of Germany came a t the close of a 
day that had been full of sensational 
Rumor* of a Clank 
between Germans and Americans In 
Manila, the rumors even going to the 
extent of saying that Admiral Dew’ey 
had fired on and sunk a German ves­ 
sel in Manila 
bay. 
These 
rumors' 
spread despite the fact that the cabio 
connecting Manila 
with

world is In charge of the United States 
government and that it might be rea­ 
sonably expected that it would be the

would receive the 
first new’s of any disaster or collision 
at Manila, and at the W hite House, 
w ar department and navy department 
positive denials were made. Finally, 
at the close of the day, and after the 
official close of the departments, an­ 
nouncement was made of the reason 
for the great confidence the officials 
had in the falsity of the rumors, the 
statement being authorized that by one 
bold stroke Germany had removed any 
possibility of any clash between hot­ 
heads a t Manila.

W asliington1^Pf*b 22 — Form al dis­ 
cussion of the Hull-Hawley arm y re­ 
organization bill was begun in the sen­ 
ate yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Hawley 
and 
Mr. W arren, Republican*, 
sup­ 
ported the m easure and Mr. Mitchell 
and Mr. Cockrell, Democrats, opposed 
It, while Mr. Porter, Republican, ad­ 
dressed the senate 
in favor of some 
am endm ents which he had proposed to 
the bill. All the speakers are members 
of the committee on m ilitary affairs. 
Mr. Cockrell’8 speech, though brief, 
w as particularly notable, as he spoke 
definitely for 
the 
opposition to the 
arm y reorganization bill. He declared 
practically, in so m any words, th at the 
Hull-Hawley bill could not become a 
law' at this session. He and those w ha 
stood w ith him were willing to give the 
president all the money and every man 
he desired, but they were determ ined 
th at no great standing arm y should 
be fastened upon the country w ithout 
full and free discussion. 
The postof­ 
fice appropriation bill w as passed, Mr. 
Butler of North Carolina and Mr. P et­ 
tigrew of South D akota haviug con­ 
cluded their speeches. 
Soon after the senate convened Mr. 
Pettigrew presented resolutions of the 
legislature of South D akota urging the 
senators of th at state to support the 
treaty of 
peace. 
Commenting 
upon 
the resolutions Mr. Pettigrew said th at 
he denied the right of the legislature 
to instruct him, although he was al­ 
w ays glad to hear from th at body.

The house reached the last page of 
the naval bill yesterday and adjourned 
with a point of order pending against 
the provision fixing the price of arm or 
plate at $545 per ton. 
The provision 
in the bill went out on a point of order 
on tile ground that it was not limited 
to the arm or to be purchased w ith the 
* appropriation in the bill whereupon it 
w as modified to meet this objection, 
and against it the point of order pend­ 
ing 
an 
adjournm ent 
was 
raised. 
Much of the tim e was occupied in de­ 
bating the am endm ent offered by Mr. 
Mudd (Rep., Md.) appropriating $720, 
OOO to complete the three buildings au ­ 
thorized to be erected at the naval 
academ y at Annapolis. 
The naval 
committee, w ith the exception of Mr. 
Cummings, strenuously 
opposed pro­ 
ceeding w ith the work of rehabilitating 
the naval academy until comprehensive 
plans had been decided upon, but the 
house overruled 
the 
committee and 
adopted the am endm ent. 
Two impor 
tnnt provisions in the paragraph pro­ 
viding for the constructing 
of 
new 
ships went out on points of order. One 
provided th at no more than tw o battle­ 
ships, tw o arm ored and two protected 
cruisers should be built at any one 
yard, and the other provided th at no 
bid for the construction of ships should 
be entertained from any firm or com­ 
pany which had not 
at the tim e of 
bidding an adequate plant.

th at the president would in the end 
be engulfed by adverse public senti­ 
ment. 
Mr. Landis, one of his 
Republican 
colleagues from Indiana, briefly stated 
to the house th at Mr. Johnson’s con­ 
stituents had repudiated him, and tho 
tw o members had a wordy duel. Later 
in the day Mr. March of Illinois re­ 
plied to some of Mr. Johnson’s stric­ 
tures, but the Republican lenders had 
evidently decided to ignore the attacks 
of the Indianan, and no general reply 
was made to his speech. 
The arm y 
appropriation bill was lost sight of in 
the general discussion of the policy of 
the governm ent relative to tile Philip­ 
pines, and several 
notable speeches 
were 
made, particularly 
th at of Mr. 
ta ttle of Kentucky. 
The general de­ 
bate upon the bill closed and to-day 
the bill will be taken up for am end­ 
m ent under the five-minute rule. 
T h e S en ate. 
A fter a session of nearly eight hours 
yesterday the senate passed the river 
and harbor bill by the decisive vote of 
SO to 8. The m easure w as under con­ 
sideration throughout the day, and on 
several of the comm ittee am endm ents 
a determ ined fight w as made, but in 
every instance the opposition availed 
nothing.

Mr. P etti­

orously attacked the bill, their oppo 
aition being directed especially against 
the canal amendm ent. Tho statem ent 
was m ade th at the 
m easure would 
never see tin* light, of day In the house 
and th at the canal would not be built 
under the proposition inserted in the 
bill. 
During the afternoon Mr. Sew­ 
ell of New* Jersey delivered a speech 
in support of the Hull-Hawley arm y 
reorganization 
bill, in 
the course of 
which he declared

States w as now’ as much at w ar in the 
Philippines as it was with Spain when 
our arm y w as before Santiago. 
Ho 
expressed the belief th at it would re­ 
quire an arm y of 50,000 men to con­ 
trol th e Filipinos, and th at we were 
likely yet to have serious trouble in 
Cuba.

for arm or was cut down from $545. 
the price which the committee insisted 
W’as being paid for the new K rupp 
armor, to $445, and a proviso w’as also 
added precluding the governm ent from 
paying more than wa* paid by any 
other foreign government for sim ilar 
arm or. 
W hen the bill w’as reported to 
the house Mr. Boutelie attem pted to 
secure a reversal of the verdicts of the 
comm ittee of the whole on the naval 
academ y 
and an n o r

ments, but in both cases he w’as de­ 
feated, a motion to recommit the bill, 
mnde by him, being voted down—151 
to 79. 
A nother victory over the committee 
w as secured by the adoption of a pro­ 
vision to the naval bill creating tin* 
rank of - adm iral of the navy.

Manila: 
M a n i l a , P. I., Jan. 17, 1899. 
D e a r F a t h e r :— It has been a long 
time since I have written you. 
I 
fear you have been worrying about 
me. 
You need not. 
Every day we 
are staying here we are becoming 
more used to it. 
The soldiers are 
beginning to feel more at home. 
All 
wish to be at home, but, if we have 
to stay, we are perfectly willing. 
I 
think you have a wrong impression 
of the treatment we are receiving. 
The officers are doing all they can 
for us, and treat us like men and not 
like dogs. This is especially true of 
the officers of my company. I would 
not wish to be under a finer set of 
men. 
The sickness hero is not to be com­ 
pared with the regiments at home. 
Our regiment has not had as much 
sickness as the 15th Minn. Vols., or 
other 
regiments in 
the United 
States. Taking into consideration 
what we have gone through, I think 
you will find we have not had much 
sickness. 
The sanitary conditions 
arc not what they should be here, 
but things have undergone a great 
improvement in 
the 
last 
three 
months. 
We have had the finest of weather, 
and I wish you could be hero to en­ 
joy it. 
I never felt better in my 
life. 
I am a little thin, but fool well. 
We are getting very good grub, and, 
with the half of meals outside at the 
restaurant, fare as good as could be 
expected. The hospitals 
here are 
very fine. The rooms are large and 
airy, and nearly as good as those 
at home. 
From what I have said 
you can see we are not so disap­ 
pointed as 
some 
make 
us out 
to be. 
Our relations with the Filipinos 
for the last week or so has been very 
strained. 
Four days ago, a general 
call to arms was given. Ten minutes 
afterwards 
all the 
streets and 
bridges were guarded. 
Gatling 
guns and cannons were at all the 
principal gates of the city, and all 
the outposts were immediately re­ 
inforced. There were hundreds of 
soldiers down town when the alarm 
was sounded. 
You should have seen 
them run. 
Street cars were seized 
and everybody fired off from them 
who was not an American soldier. 
Carriages and cabs were taken by 
the soldiers, and every soldier rush­ 
ed for quarters. 
One of the funniest 
occurrences of tho hour was what 
happened to two fat Spanish padres, 
(monks). 
They were in a carriage, 
and when the crowd struck them the 
fat monks went Hying out into the 
street. 
If you could have seen the 
Spaniards you would have thought 
Aguinaldo and the insurgent army 
were in town. 
A Filipino is killed 
here every day. 
Both sides seem 
anxious for a fight. 
I think every­ 
thing will blow over. 
Filipino is spelled here with an 
“F .” 
It is considered the right 
spelling here. 
We all expect to be 
home in a short time. 
I have to 
close my letter, as I must go on 
guard.

I can think 
of no better reply to this query than 
'his: 
When hay is Just right for out­ 
ing, writes A. II. Smith In the Prac­ 
tical Farmer. 
Some one 
says* "cut 
clover hay when one-half the heads 
are turned brown.” 
As to this I a® 
not certain, but we will not let the 
clover get over-ripe, as by so doing 
the stalks become “ woody,” and con­ 
sequently 
worthless as fodder. The 
practical, 
observing 
farmer 
soon 
learns when hay is in the right condi­ 
tion for cutting (some who aim to tell 
us 
theoretically 
often 
“miss 
the 
mark”), and although not able to ex­ 
plain, he knows Just the same. With 
us, in our variable climate the time 
often varies; for 
instance, 
a 
cold, 
backward 
spring retarding 
growth 
makes, as we say “haying late,” etc- 
But we know when the condition of 
the grass is the same, and then la the 
time to cut either for home use or 
market. 
We usually 
begin 
haying 
about the fourth of July, and In back­ 
ward seasons 
about 
a week 
later. 
Early cut grass Is mowed in the fore­ 
noon, and if the weather proves Just 
right, drawn in the next day after­ 
noon. 
Later 
on the more 
ripened 
timothy can be cut and 
stored 
the 
same day. 
Generally not more than 
can be stored In one 
afternoon 
is 
mowed 
at 
one 
time. 
And lf the 
weather is lowering with much indi­ 
cations of rain we forbear 
entirely. 
Much hay was ruined in our neighbor­ 
hood ono season, by cutting 
during 
such weather, when a continued rain 
came on and spoiled it.

There are many farmers putting in 
a wind mill, and many of them are 
also adding the house tank as well, 
writes C. P. Reynold’s in 
Michigan 
Farmer. 
As Is obvious, this requires 
some little extra expenditure, and only 
a little, when the advantages are taken 
Into consideration. 
No farmer should 
add a mill to his farm conveniences 
and fail to add the house tank; if he 
feels that he can not afford as much, 
he would show very good judgment to 
dispense with one tank at the barn; 
at any rate, the house tank should be 
added at any cost, unless conditions 
are unusual and impracticable. There 
are very few houses so arranged that 
this tank can not be added; and if 
there are any such it would well pay 
the owner to disarrange them at the 
first opportune time. 
It may take up 
a little more room than might be de­ 
sirable, but this feature will he more 
than offset In other different ways. If 
a farmer's well is at the ham, and in 
order to get to the house it is neces­ 
sary to lay a pipe up and back, it will 
pay him to do so; or move the well, 
lf necessary.

Mille Lacs Indians Reported all Drank 
and Fighting With Axes, Clubs, 
and Other Weapons. 


On Tuesday night Fred Luken, 
Frank Bredfeld and Truman Bean 
returned from the town of Lawrence, 
in Mille Lacs county, where Mr. 
Lukcn bas been conducting a branch 
£ tore. 
Lawrence is right on the 
shore of the lake in what was the 
Mille Lacs reservation, 
and Mr. 
Luken conducted his store there for 
the purpose of trading with the 
several hundred Indians remaining 
there. The Indians were paid by 
the government on Wednesday of 
last week, and according to these 
gentlemen .haven’t been doing any­ 
thing but drinking and fighting 
ever since. 
On Saturday night an Indian, 
whose name they could not learn, 
was killed by another Indian, name 
also unknown, by having his brains 
battered out with a big heavy club 
about three or four inches in diameter 
and about three foot long, which 
Mr. Bredfeld brought back with him, 
and now has in his father’s business 
place on Front street. 
It is all 
spattered with blood and presents a 
gruesome appearance. The murder 
occurred just in the rear of Mr. 
Luken'a store, and although they 
did not see the murder, they heard 
the cries of his victim, and went to 
his assistance, but arrived too late. 
The murderer made his escape. The 
authorities of Mille Lacs county were 
not notified of the affair, and the 
following day the Iudians buried the 
murdered man. 
The murder seems to be a case of 
revenge. 
The man who was killed 
is said to have murdered an Indian at 
Knife Lake, for which he is wanted 
by the authorities at Mora, and for 
which be is said to have been in­ 
dicted, and the man who did the kill­ 
ing is said to be a relative of the 
Knife Lake victim. 
The gentlemen also report the 
Indians all drunk and fighting with 
clubs and axes and other harmless 
weapons incessantly. 
A squaw was 
struck by an axe and severely hurt 
the same day, and bruised and bat­ 
tered Indians were seen in every 
direction. 
Each Indian is said to 
have a bottle or jug of whiskey, 
which they seem to be able to get at 
Mora, 25 miles distant, in unlimited 
quantities.
